Mr. Smith’s observations to this 
effect are largely a repetition of the 
statements he made last year—and 


the jail population is increasing. 


These are the considered opinions of 
a man chosen for his knowledge and 
skill in handling prisoners. There is 
a. clear warning that unless some- 


thing is done quickly, an explosion 
may be expected. ; 
. Apart. from inadequacies in 
physical facilities, Mr. Smith notes 
that the heavy turnover in staff is 
creating .another significant prob- 
lem. Experiénced men are being lost 
from the service because of the haz- 
ards as well as unsatisfactory work- 
ing conditions and remuneration. 
The implications are clear: Far 
from advancing in penology as it 
should be, the province is permitting 
a situation to arise which carries the 
threat: of violence and failure — a 
threat appreciated by a number of 
‘trained guards who are leaving the 
service in frustration.. The govern- 
ment cannot long continue to ignore 
this increasingly serious situation.

Whether for this reason or not, the 
UN's simultaneous interpreters, — for 
example, once regarded as virtually an 
eighth wonder of the world, now have 
declined in skill with personnel change- 
overs until some of their work, at least 
in English, is inept and ungrammatical, 
with pronunciations and accents that are 
grotesque. 

The UN is far from Communist- 
dominated. A “‘Red-hunt”’ like the one in 
the McCarthy era would unquestionably 
do more than good. Yet if the 
present continues, the “image” of 
the UN is in danger-of serious damage in 
country, the country from which 
a large part of its financial and other 
support derives. 

Whole-hearted endorsement of the UN 
by the American government and people 
can‘no longer be taken automatically for 
granted.

frequently given are considerably higher 
than the scale that the government ‘is 


determined to maintain at all costs as a 
ceiling on teachers’ salaries, These over- 
scale examples are available because 
they are taken from collective agree- 
ments reached before the ceiling was 
imposed. — 

But if these significant points do not 
happen to be mentioned when the 
examples \of high salaries are quoted 
publicly by government spokesmen, it is 
not surprising if a large segment of 
public opinion comes to the conclusion 
that a group of very well paid teachers 
is implacably holding out for even more 
money, no matter what it costs their 
pupils in lost time or the property 
owners in higher taxes.

Amongst the mossy rocks on the way 
up to the ‘‘surge pond’’ there is Spring 
Gold in flower. The buds of the Peacocks 
are showing above the leaves, while the 
Rusty Saxifrage and Seablush are well in 
advance and,soon will be showing 
flowers. 

There are several places where you 
can find the Satin flower buds showing 
through their grass-like stems. : 

Furtber along the. trail ‘in a well- 
bloom. Its hanging clusters of white 
flowers make a show before the leaves 
appear. The buds of the flowering 
currant are beginning to burst and with 
a few sunhy warm days the scarlet 
flowers will appear. . 


There is a great variety of lichens both 
on the trees and on the ground and 
amongst them you will find the searlet- 
tipped Cladonia, that is called “British 
Soldiers’, Others will be chocolate-tipped 
and are called Match Sticks. :

Marquis Wheat Discovery 
Carries Centenary Message 


By GERALD WARING 


‘OTTAWA — Thursday was the 100th anni-, 
versary of the birth of Sir Charles E. Saunders, 
who, by developing Marquis wheat did more 
than any other man to create the prosperity 
of the prairies. P , 

It's most appropriate 
that this centenary should 
coincide with the national 
centennial year, because 
Saunders is a leading figure 
in what I would describe as 
the second generation 
fathers of Confederation — 
the men who fleshed out the 
political fact of 1867 with 
the economic sinews needed 
to make it last. ‘aring 

We're still at this task, of course, adding 
more muscle year by year. Only nowadays a 
lot of the new miscle is nourished on foreign 
capital that-carries with-it-foreign ownership 
or control, and causes Canadian apprehension 
that this muscle may respond. to foreign rather 
than Canadian will. 

: * * * 

Saunders’ quest for a new variety of wheat, 
good in yield and in milling ‘and baking qual- 
ities, that would mature in the relatively short 
frostiiree season onthe prairies was successful 
when tests on his Marquis in 1907 confirmed 
his hopes. But behind that success were years 
of endeavor and the testing of thousands of 
strains from hundreds of crosses of - wheat 
varieties from all over the world. 


The search for an early-maturing wheat 
was begun by his father, William Saunders, 
soon after the elder Saunders became the first 
director of the Dominion Experimental Farm 
Service in 1886. It was carried on by his 
brother Percy, who crossed Red Fife with 
Hard Red Calcutta about 1892 and called the 
offspring Markham. Charles joined in the 
search in 1895, and by 1903 repeated failures 
set him to retesting earlier crosses, among 
them Markham. From it he isolated a superior 
strain that became Marquis.

This achievement was of unsurpassed im- 
portance in creating a solid base for the prairie 
economy, thus helping fill the relative popula- 
tion. vacuum in the west, and thus enhancing 
the economic’ and political visibility of a nation. 
stretching from sea to sea. 

While we cope with the problems facing 
the nation in its second century, such as that 
posed by. $17 -billions of U.S. investment in 
Canada, it is encouraging to look back on 
what those before us achieved. And not least 
of them was the brilliant research team that 
developed Marquis. 

Essentially that is what our centennial cele- 
brations are all about: a looking back .with - 


homage —at-the—achievements—of—our—prede-—_— 


cessors, so that in gratitude and in pride we 
can take fresh inspiration from their work and 
rededicate ourselves to preserving and building 
on what they bega:
